This was the. second start of the 


Deutschland for home from this 
port. The first was made.early 
last Friday morning when under 
convoy of the tugs T. A. Scott, Jr., 
and Oassie, she slipped quietly out 


of her berth and down the r^ver. 
Off Race Book light, however, she 
rammed and sank the T, A. Scott, 
Jr., with its crew and had to re- 
turn to her berth for repairs.

Deutschland headed for the west, 
jpparently intending to get a 
straight course for the Kace to 
take advantage of the tide and
